To  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Manchester. 

The  Public  Free  Libraries  Committee  present  the  following  Report : — 

In  presenting  the  twenty-fifth  Report  on  the  working  of  the  Public  Free 
Libraries,  your  Committee  have  to  record  the  closing  of  the  Campfield  Library 
on  the  10th  March,  in  consequence  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  building. 
The  weakness  of  the  structure,  which  had  for  some  time  been  apparent,  became 
so  serious  that  the  City  Surveyor  declined  to  guarantee  the  safety  of  the 
building  any  longer,  and  urged  the  immediate  removal  of  the  books  before  it 
became  too  unsafe  for  anyone  to  do  so.  The  permission  of  the  Mayor  having 
been  obtained  for  placing  the  books  in  the  vacant  rooms  at  the  back  of  the  old 
Town  Hall,  their  removal  was  effected  between  the  16th  and  24th  March.  On 
the  25th  April  the  Council  authorised  the  occupation  of  the  old  Town  Hall 
by  the  Reference  Librarj%  Estimates  were  at  once  procured  for  the  necessary 
alterations,  and  tenders  were  accepted  for  the  joiners’  and  painters’  work.  The 
joiners’  strike,  however,  has  greatly  interfered  with  the  progress  of  the  work. 
Great  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Committee  to  get  the  rooms  prepai’ed  for 
the  shelving  and  arrangement  of  the  books,  but  there  is  little  prospect  of  this 
being  done  before  the  new  year. 

Your  Committee  have  searched  for  premises  in  the  Heansgate  district  for  a 
temporary  Lending  Library  and  Newsroom.  They  have,  however,  failed  to  find 
any.  They  hope  in  the  early  part  of  the  coming  year  to  submit  to  the  Council 
a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  Lending  Library  and  Newsroom  for  the  Camp- 
field  district,  near  the  former  site. 

The  building  of  the  new  Branch  Library  in  Cheetham  is  approaching  com¬ 
pletion,  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  expected  that  the  Library  will  be 
removed  to  its  new  home. 

Owing  to  the  closing  of  the  Campfield  Libraries,  the  issues,  both  in  the 
Reference  and  Lending  Department,  fall  below  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  number  of  volumes  read  in  the  Reference  Library  during  the  155  days  it 
was  open  was  34,906,  against  58,718  in  the  previous  3'ear  of  298  da^'s. 
Assuming  that  the  daily  average  of  issues  in  the  year  just  closed  would  be  kept 
up,  the  total  number  would  have  been  67,109,  or  an  advance  of  8,391  volumes. 
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Of  Specifications  of  Patents  there  were  72,421  issued,  against  74,868  in  the 
preceding  year.  In  the  Lending  Libraries  the  total  number  of  volumes 
borrowed  was  513,019,  as  compared  with  548,139  in  the  previous  year.  Taken 
singly,  the  Lending  Libraries  show  an  increase  in  the  respective  totals, — from 
95,477  to  97,655  at  the  Rochdale  Road  Branch;  from  88,665  to  91,186  at 
Ancoats,  and  from  166,785  to  176,415  at  Hulme.  At  Chorlton  the  issues  have 
decreased  from  180,494  to  175,193,  and  at  Cheetham  from  66,129  to  63,215. 
In  respect  to  the  character  of  reading  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  classes — 
History,  Politics,  and  Higher  Literatui’e,  and  a  decrease  in  Works  of  Fiction, 
Theology,  and  Science.  The  number  of  times  the  Libraries  have  been  used  by 
borrowers  during  the  year  was  439,064,  and  by  readers  in  the  Reference 
Library  and  Branch  Reading  Rooms  149,219.  The  number  of  visits  made  by 
persons  who  have  used  the  Newsrooms,  as  calculated  from  the  numbers 
periodically  recorded,  amount  to  1,528,500,  making  an  aggregate  of  upwards 
of  two  millions  (2,116,773)  visits  paid  to  the  Free  Libraries  and  Newsrooms 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Libraries  is  137,401.  of  which  80,921  are 
in  the  Lending,  and  56,480  in  the  Reference  Department.  The  number  of  new 
acquisitions  has  been  3,325  volumes  purhased  and  484  presented,  or  a  total  of 
8,809  vols.  (exclusive  of  955  pamphlets).  The  books  withdrawn  from  the 
Lending  Library  stock,  as  worn  out,  have  amounted  to  2,121,  thus  reducing  the 
net  increase  during  the  year  to  1 ,688  volumes.

In  presenting  their  Report  for  the  past  year,  the 
Committee  in  charge  of  the  Library  feel  that  there  is 
cause  for  encouragement  in  the  continued  evidences 
of  appreciation  that  have  attended  it  since  its  estab¬ 
lishment. 

*  A  particularly  pleasing  feature  of  our  Reading 
Room  is  the  number  of  operatives  that  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  its  advan^ges,  and  in  the  purchase  of  books 
we  are  desirous  of  consultinor  the  taste  of  this  class 
of  readers. 

'  In  this  connection  we  might  remark,  that  in  order 
to  keep  the  Library  as  complete  in  the  various  de- 


partments  of  literature  as  possible,  there  is  on  the 
Librarian’s  table  a  book  in  which  the  title  of  any 
work  that  is  desired  may  be  entered,  with  such  com¬ 
ments  as  would  enable  the  Committee  to  judge  of  its 
character,  and  if  after  examination  it  is  deemed  suit¬ 
able,  it  will  be  purchased.  The  growing  interest 
manifesting  itself  throughout  the  country  in  public  li¬ 
braries  is  a  proof  of  mental  progress  on  the  part  of 
the  people  which  is  very  gratifying,  and  is,  perhaps, 
a  natural  out-growth  of  our  system  of  public  school 
education.  Therefore,  in  view  of  the  influence  that 
public  libraries  have  in  training  the  minds  of  our 
people,  we  feel  that  it  is  an  important  subject  for  the 
consideration  of  those  in  charge  of  such  institutions, 
whether  a  decided  stand  should  not  be  taken  against 
the  so  general  introduction  of  works  of  fiction,  and 
when  we  remember  that  a  large  percentage  of  the 
readers  of  this  class  of  literature  is  among  the  young, 
and  that  its  tendency  is  to  destroy  a  relish  for  sound 
and  more  improving  reading,  we  can  hardly  appre¬ 
ciate  the  injury  which  may  thus  be  unconsciously 
done. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that 
although  the  cases  are  open  and  their  contents  fully 


accessible,  the  per  centage  of  loss  is  exceedingly 
small. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  our  thanks  are  due  to 
those  whose  voluntary  contributions  have  enabled 
us  to  bring  the  Library  to  its  present  flourishing  con¬ 
dition,  It  is  open,  free  of  charge,  to  all  of  both  sexes 
who  are  properly  recommended,  and  we  are  con¬ 
vinced  must  materially  affect  the  literary  advance¬ 
ment  of  our  town’s  people. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  record  the  continued  valu¬ 
able  services  of  our  Librarian  and  his  assistant,  who

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 
The  Librarian  presents  the  following  Report:  — 

During  the  past  summer,  the  attendance  at  the 
Library  and  Reading  Room  was  perceptably  in- 


terfered  with  by  the  Centennial  Exhibition  drawing 
to  it  some  of  those  who  have  commonly  resorted  to 
our  Room  at  that  time.  So  many  of  our  citizens 
were  occupied  in  visiting  the  halls  of  that  wonderful 
collection,  that  we  could  not  expect  other  than  a  fall¬ 
ing  off  of  the  attendance  here.  I'he  statistics  offered 
below  will,  however,  show  that  our  visitors  have  re¬ 
turned  in  quite  gratifying  numbers  to  the  use  of  our 
Room  and  Books. 

We  could  but  note  how  many  applications  were 
made  for  information  on  questions  induced  by  objects 
observed  at  West  Philadelphia,  showing  the  advant¬ 
age  of  having  so  well  selected  a  library  in  our  midst, 
as  tendincT  to  lead  readers  into  habits  of  thouorht  and 
study. 

d'hrough  the  kindness  of  our  Representative  at 
Congress,  and  the  public  authorities  at  Washington, 
several  volumes  of  scientific  value  have  been  placed 
on  our  shelves.  Phese,  and  the  purchases  made 
during  the  past  year,  have  added  287  volumes  to  our 
collection,  making  the  number  of  books  belonging  to 
the  Library  7638.  A  few  of  these  were  purchased 
to  replace  worn  out  books,  mostly  children’s.  Young 


readers  are  necessarily  more  destructive  in  their  use 
of  books  than  older  persons,  yet  we  are  glad  to  say 
that  their  care  of  the  volumes  they  take  out  is  greater 
than  we  could  have  anticipated.  Indeed,  they  form 
one  of  our  most  interesting  classes  of  applicants,  and 
under  the  liberalitv  extended  to  them  in  the  use  of 
the  Library,  their  numbers  are  increasing.  While 
it  is  an  interesting  problem  how  these  youthful 
readers  may  be  led  from  childish,  to  better  and  more 
instructive  works,  we  feel  encouraged  in  the  belief 
that  ours  is  a  safe  way  to  accomplish  so  desirable  an 
object. 

The  number  of  new  applicants  recorded  during 

the  past  year  was  367.  Of  these  182  were  males 

and  185  females.  There  are  over  1000  names  of 

readers  on  our  remster,  most  of  whom  are  takinof  out 

books  at  this  time;  though  some  are  not  doing  so, 

we  yet  look  for  a  renewal  of  the  use  of  the  Library

on  the  part  of  many  of  these.  Our  rule  is  to  erase 
the  accounts  of  those  who  by  long  absence  lead  us 
to  suppose  they  will  not  return. 

There  are  7  books  which  appear  to  have  been  lost 
during  the  year,  yet  we  hope  to  recover  most  of  them. 


Of  the  27  volumes  reported  last  year  as  lost,  we  re¬ 
covered  all  but  12.  Our  losses  arise,  mostly,  from 
persons  who  have  books  out,  moving  away  and  neg- 
lectinor  to  brinor  them  back  before  so  doino-.  A  month- 
ly  examination  is  made,  of  our  record,  and  parties 
delaying  the  proper  return  of  books  on  time  are  noti¬ 
fied  by  a  printed  postal  card.  We  attribute  the  small¬ 
ness  of  our  loss,  in  part,  to  our  care  in  this  respect. 

One  of  the  pleasing  sights  in  our  reading  depart¬ 
ment  is  the  number  of  persons  with  |x^ncil  and  paper 
taking  notes  on  subjects  in  which  they  are  interested. 
We  frequently  have  acknowledgments  from  them 
of  the  advantage  they  have  derived  from  our  Library 
in  that  way,  and  are  often  called  on  for  help  in  these 
researches.  Such  studious  visitors,  we  think  are  in¬ 
creasing  in  number  as  the  value  of  our  collection  for 
such  purposes  becomes  more  generally  known. 

d'he  weekly  average  of  visitors  for  the  last  month 
was  465 ;  the  largest  number  in  one  week,  555.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  time  of  the  Centennial  exhibition  the  average 
was  about  275  per  week.  On  Seventh  days  we  often 
have  as  many  as  125  or  130  visitors.  The  number 
recorded  for  the  year  was  15,288.

When  we  consider  diat  in  most  of  our  large  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Libraries  the  reading  of  fiction  averages  at 
least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  all  the  volumes  fur¬ 
nished,  our  success  in  conducting  a  smaller  library 
with  the  entire  exclusion  of  such  literature  is  a  grat¬ 
ifying  and  encouraging  circumstance.

In  conclusion,  let  me  congratulate  you  on  the  suc¬ 
cessful  working  of  our  Library  and  Pleading  Room 
during  the  past  year.
